The Supreme court handed down a 


decision Tuesday morning in a case 
that has been watched 
with a great 


deal of interest by the people of New- 
ark, by granting an injunction in the 
ces of Markus & Catsampus, proprie- 
tois of the Sparta Confectinery store 
against Eli Hull. This piactically set- 
tles the long fight that 
has been 


waged between Eli Hull and the 
Greeks over the possession 
of 
the 


store room in the Hull building on 
North Third street. The lease between 
Hull and the Greeks 
contained 
a 


clause that the rent should be paid 
by the 10th of each, month in 
ad- 


vance. 
A check was given for 
the 


February rent on the Licking County 
bank, and the same was presented by 
Hull and payment 
refused by the 


bank, and the check 
marked "No 


Funds." Hull retained the check un- 
til after the 10th of the month and 
then commenced suit before Justice 
11. O. Nash to recover 
possession. 


Hull won in the first round before the 
justice. A petition in error was taken 
before Judge 
Seward 
and 
heard. 


Judge Seward refused to allow it to 
be filed. Afterwards a suit in equity 
was brought by the Greeks and the 
rent deposited with the cleric of the 
Common Pleas court asking that the 
forfeiture be set aside and also for an 
injunction. Judge Seward refused to 
grant the injunction and dismissed 
the petition. An appeal was taken to 
the Circuit court, bond 
being given. 


A temporary injunction was allowed 
by the Circuit court 
The same was 


afterwards heard 
in 
tTie 
Circuit 


court and the injunction 
was dis- 


solved but the Greeks were given un- 
the Sth of May to file a petition in 
error in the Supreme court. The Su- 
preme court gi anted leave to file a 
petition in error and also allowed an 
injunction restraining Hull and Con- 
stable Robert Darnes, from execut- 
ing the writ.

Alleged That He Was Short $12,000 and the 


Appearance of Inspectors Prompted 


the Deed 


Steel and Tin Workers Get an Increase in Wages- 


Prisoner Attempts Suicide—Jill News of 


Ohio Briefly Paragraphed. 


Columbus, O., May 14.—The appear- 


ance of inspectors at the Columbus 
federal building prompted W. 
C. 


Wallace, cashier of the postoffice, to 
commit suicide. 
Wallace shot, him- 


self in the head at his hojne, inflicting: 
a wound that caused death in 3. hosf-i 
pital several hours afterward,.' 


The federal inspectors had com- 


menced to , check up accounts; ;at the 
postoffice. 
They first went over" the 


boohs in the money order and'-stamp 
departments and then took up the ae-'_ 
counts of the cashier. Cashier Wal- 
lace was not at 
the 
postoffice i at 


the time. The cashier's absence be- 
ing regarded as unusual, Postmaster 
Krumm started 
for Mr. Wallace's 


home to learn the cause. Mr. Wallace, 
who was in an upstairs room, saw the 
postmaster coming and called to his 
wife to let him come in. Just as Mr. 
Krumm was entering the houae a shot 
rang out above and it was quickly dis- 
covered that Mr. Wallace had shot 
himself. 


It is now admitted that there was a 


shortage in his accounts as cashier, 
but the 
postoffice 
authorities 
will 


make no definite statement regarding 
the amount. Rumors place the amount 
as high as $12,000, but the 
exact 


amount will not be known until the 
inspectors finish their examination, of 
his books. It is said that earlier in 
the day Wallace called up a friend and 
told him that he was short and the 
friend suggested that he call upon his 
friends to assist him. This Wallace 
said he could not do. 


Mr. Wallace was formerly assistant 


postmaster, but later was' appointed 
'cashier. In the fall of 1905 he re- 
signed to run for county auditor, but 
•was defeated, and lost his home which 
was mortgaged to meet campaign ex- 
penses. He worried greatly over his 
losses. Subsequently he was reap- 
pointed cashier of the postoffice. Mr. 
Wallace was an active worker in the 
Methodist church.
